It gives students, teachers, staff, 
and others at individual Apple"" II 
workstations fast and easy access 
to ProDOS" applications stored 
on an AppleShare* file server. 

Aristotle consists of two inter- 
related programs, menu display 
and menu management. The 
menu display program presents 
students and teachers with menus 
that list teacher names, the classes 
they teach, and the applications 
available for each class. The menu 
management program allows 
teachers or network admini- 
strators to tailor the menus — 
including which applications will 
be available — for each user. 



► Centralized application access and 
management 



► Allows students using the menu display 
program to access ProDOS software on 
AppleShare file servers. (Software must be 
designed for use on a file server.) 

— Students first select a teacher and class, 
then choose from a list of available 
applications. 

► Lets teachers and network administra- 
tors using the menu management program 
specify which applications each student, 
study group, or class can access. 
—Permits individualization of students' 
options. 



► AppleShare-aware 



► Enables Aristotle to be stored on an 
AppleShare file server and run from 
multiple workstations simultaneously. 
— Allows teachers using the menu man- 
agement program to modify menu selec- 
tions at any time, from any workstation. 



► Easy-to-use interface 



► The interface for the menu display prcv 
gram includes menus that allow students 
to access ProDOS software without enter- 
ing ProDOS pathnames or BASIC 
commands, 167
